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THE FOLLOW- 
ING ORDINANCE 

Was Passed by the City 
Council at Their Reg- 
ular Meetifig 



MONDAY, MAY 1, 1916 



'Ihe City Council of the City of 
Earlington, Kentucky, do ordain as 
follows: 

Section 1.--That it is hereby de 
dared that the construction and main- 
tenance of an improved roadway for 
the use of the inhabitants of the City 
and the traveling public on East rail- 
road street, Clark street, Robinson 
street and Rutter street in the City of 
Earlington, Kentucky, is necessary 
for the health, comfort and conven- 
ience of the inhabitants of said Gty, 
and >, especially of the inhabitants 
thereof owning property abutting on 
said improved rondway as herein- 
after defined and specified, according 
to lines and grades furnished by the 
City Engineer and specifications here- 
in set fourth all to be approved by 
the State Highway Commissioner 
and Department of Public Roads, 
under the provisions for State Aid, 
for which application is hereby made; 
and it is therefore ordered that said 
City shall construct an improved 
roadway or street upon the ground 
now occupied by East Railroad street, 
from the Southerly City limits north 
to Clark street, Clark Street from 
East Railroad street to Robinson 
street; Robinson street from Clark 
street to Rutter street. Butter Street 
from Robinson street to a point about 
400 feet east of the intersection, of 
Rutter street with the east line of 
Day street extended ; two-thirds of 
the costs and expenses of which con- 
struction of said roadwav or street 
shall be paid by the owners of the 
lands fronting and abutting said im 
provement, and the other one-third 
shall be paid by the City; provided 
however, that in no call the assess 
ment of any I; nd or the i wn.T of 
land abutting the impri vement shall 
exceed tifty percentum < f the value 
of the ground aftei Mich improve- 
ment is ma.1e, exc uJing the value of 
the buildings aiid other improvements 
upon the property so improved ; and 
the cost of constructing or re con 
strutting Ihe intersection or crossing 
of any streets within the territory or 
dered to be improved shall be at the 
expense of the City; and it is ordered 
that two thirds of the cost of said 
improvement, subject to the proviso 
above expressed, shall be apportioned 
equally by the City Council and 
charged to the owners of lots and 
parts of lots and lands fronting or 
abutting or bordering upon the pro 
posed improvement, according to the 
number of front feet owned by them 
tespec'ively. 

Section 2.— The City Clerk of the 
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City of Earlington is directed and or- 
dered to advertise for bids for the 
contract for the construction of said 
improvement, and the furnishing of 
all material and labor necessary there 
to, by one publication in the Earl- 
ington Bee, directing attention to this 
ordinance and the specifications here- 
inafter contained, and calling for 
such bids, tor not less than fifteen 
days before the regular June fnetting, 
or any adjournment thereof, of the 
City Council, and at said meeting or 
at any adjournment thereof of any 
subsequent regular meeting of the 
City Council said City Council shall 
award the contract for said improve 
ment to the lowest and best bidder 
and shall require the accepted bidder 
to execute a bond to the City with 
good and sufficient security to be ap 
proved by said Council for the faith 
ful performance of his contract. 

Section 3. -The description and 
specifications of said work and im 
provement, roadway and street, are 
as follows, 

Approximate length of streets t 
be improved one mile. 

WORK TO BE DONE— The 
Contractors are to furnish all tools, 
machinery and labor, and to do all 
the work-in connection with the pro- 
posed improvement of said street— 
except as herein specified— including 
all drainage Structures, grading and 
surfacing, in acenrdinance with these 
specifications and plans and re- 
quirements of the City Engineer. 

Said plans are to be approved as 
to details of construction" by the Fis- 
cal Court of Hopkins County and by 
the City Engineer of the said City, 
and form a part of these specifica- 
tions. The Contractors are to leave 
the street and immediate vicinity in a 
neat and presentable condition ready 
for use. 

EARTHWORK— T h e roadbed 
shall be graded for a wid h of 24 
feet in conformity with the plan 
profiles and cross sections that a< 
company and are a part of these 
specifications. 

Embankments are to be made in 
layers, not exceeding 12 inches in 
thickness, until the proper grade is 
reached, unless otherwise ordered by 
the Engineer. 

Al 1 measurements for earthwork 
are to b; made in excavation. AH 
surfaces and slopes are to be left 
smooth and neat: 

PIPE CULVER 8 -Ihe trenches 
are to be excavated to the grade 
shown on the plan and profile and as 
as given by the City Engineer, so an 
to insure a true alignment for the 
pipe 

Care must be taken that each 
section of pipe has a firm bearing 
through out its length All pipe 
will be. furnished hauled and placed 
by contractors 

SHAPING ROADBED — In cuts 
and tills unless specially directed the 
sub-grade is to be graded to a width 
as shown on cross sectibn and is to 
be free from all spongy and vege 
table matter, roots and stumps. The 
roadbed prepared for the broken 
stone surface is to be 18 feet wide as 
specitiad on drawing, and brought to 
the grade and cross section shown on 
plans and rolled with a roller 
(weighing not less than ten tons) 
until tirm and hard All depressions 
that may appear during the rolling 
are to be tilled with earth and rolled 
until an even surface is obtained, and 
to the satisfaction of the Engineer. 

Where no change from the present 
grade of those portions of the street 
not already surfaced with stone is 
shown on the profile, the roadbed is 
to be shiped to the proper cross 
section and rolled to tirm, smooth 
surface before the application of 
broken stones I he price for this work 
is to be included in that for shaping 
roadbed and is to include all excava- 
tion and work that may be necessary 
for removing slight elevations and 
contiguous depressions, and also for

Stewart, and Jack 
Gibson were convicted in Circuit 
Court here tonight on a charge of 
banding and confederating together 
for the purpose of intimidating, and 
each was sentenced to a term in the 
penitentiary by Judge John S Rhea. 
The Stewarts were each sentenced to 
from three to seven years are Gibson 
to from one to three years. 

The trial of Henry Mooningham 
and Harold Mathney, charged in the 
same indictments with the Stewards 
and Gibsons, but who demanded 
separate trials, was continued until 
the September term of conrt as were

THE FOLLOWING ORDINANCE 



Continued from Page 1 
■excavations for teltord or macadam 
•construction. Stone shall be out; ac- 
ceptable to State Department of Pub 
lie Roads and of size called for un- 
der macadam constructions. Stone 
from Irvington, Hopkinsville or Earl 
ing ton Quarries is acceptable. 

SHOULDERS— During the prep, 
aration of the sub-grade and before 
any stone is placed thereon, should 
ers shall be built along each side, as 
indicated on the cross section draw 
ings. They shall be built to a suffi- 
cient height to permit placing the low. 
er course of stone against them, shall 
be true, to the alignment of the edge 
of the stone and shall have the side 
next to the stone as nearly vertical as 
the natural soil will permit. The 
shoulders may be built for both 
' courses of stone before any stone is 
placed and the Contractors may use 
side boards having a heights equal to 
1he loose debth of the stone. But, 
after the first course of stone has 
been rolled, the shoulders must be 
made true and properly shaped be- 
fore the second course of stone is laid. 

Only selected material readily 
compacting under the roller and con- 
taining no weeds, sod. roots or other 
perishable matter shall be used for 
shoulders. 

MACADAM CONSTRUCTIONS 
FIRST COURSE-The first course 
is to consist of sound stone broken 
-to sizes varying from one and one- 
half (tj) to three (3) inches. The 
stone shall be spread to a thickness 
of 6 inches at the center and 4 inches 
at the side approximately which 
shall noi be less than 4 inches at cen- 
ter and 2\ inches at sides after rolling 
and shall be thicker when specially 
ordered by the Engineer. The brok- 
en stone is to be spread as directed by 
the Engineer. After spreading, the 
stone is to be rolled until firm and 
thoroughly compacted and have a 
■•cross section to conform to that 
shown by the drawings, and to the 
satisfaction of the]Engineer. 

SECOND COURSE— The second 
course shall consist of stones varying 
in size from three-fourth (f) inch to 
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ficient to till the interstices, and shall 
be then watered and rolled, after 
which additional screenings are to be 
spread dry, watered and rolled until 
the surface becomes hard and smooth 
to the satisfaction of the Engineer. 
In no case shall screenings be rolled 
in dry. When specially directed by 



the Engineer, other binding materials 
two (2) inches, and shall be crushed ' than; limestone screenings may be 
limestone rock acceptable to State used,; hut should be applied in the 



Department of PubliciRoads, unless 
^otherwise ordered byfcthe Engineer, 
the stone shall be spread to a thick 
ness of 3 inches approximately, which 
shall not be less than 2 inches at cen- 
ter and !} inches at sides after roll- 
ing, including old metal, but not bed- 
rock; and the manner of spreading 
is to be the sa provided for the first 
course, after spreading it is to be 
rolled until the stones are firm 
and thoroughly compacted, and 
to the satisfaction of the Engineer. 

THIRD COURSE-The third 
course shall consist of limestone 
screenings varying in size from dust 
to thiee fourths (|) inch. The screen 
ings are to be spread dry and be suf- 
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manner above described. Screenings 
shall not be dumped on the stone, 
but thrown on with shovels, in the 
manner directed by the Eegineer. 

ROLLING— The rolling of the 
different courses of stone shall begin 
at either edge of the road and work 
toward the middle. Any special 
directions as to the manner of rolling 
which may be given by the Engineer 
in order to secure the best results 
shall be strictly followed. 

CONCRETE WORK — All cul- 
verts and bridges to be constructed 
under the standard specifications of 
the^Department of Public Roads of 
Kentucky. 

Section 4.— Upon the completion 
of said work and improvement in 
accordance with the contract the work 
shall be received by the City Council, 
and said council shall by ordinance 
order the payments of the City's por- 
tion^ said work and improvement 
out of its general funds, and shall 
apportion the cost and shall issue to 
the contractors apportionment war- 
rants against the owners of abutting 
property secured by lien upon said 
abutting property and enforcible ac- 
cording to the Statute Law of the 
State of Kentucky and bearing inter- 
est from date of issue until paid, 

Section 5 —It shall be and is un- 
lawful for any person or persons to 
interfere with, obstruct of injure said 



roadway or any materials, tools, ap 
pliances or oth er things used in con 
nection with the construction thereof 
while the same is in progress of con- 
struction, and until the acceptance 
thereof by the City, and any person 
violating this section of this ordinance 
shall upon conviction be fined in any 
sum not less than $10.00 nor more 
than $100.00 for each offense.
